A general meeting of shareholders was held yesterday, at the City 
Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street—

The notice calling the meeting was read by Mr. H. Brownrigg, 
the Secretary. 

The CuatrMaNn said the meeting had heard the circular convening 
the meeting, which set forth the business to be transacted that day ; 
he very much regretted, however, that one part of the object of the 
holding of the present meeting they would not be able to carry out— 
that was, to receive and pass the company’s accounts. In explana- 
tion of that matter, the chairman then proceeded to read a letter 
received from the auditors, to the effect that owing to the short time 
the accounts had been under their investigation, and the voluminous 
character of the same, they found it impossible to submit them duly 
audited to the present meeting. Now, so far as the delay was con- 
cerned, he was sorry to say it had arisen in this manner. Their 
secretary, who naturally thought that an auditor would be an 
accountant—there were two or three Mr. Kemps—had sent the ac- 
counts unfortunately to the wrong person; after a few days, how- 
ever, the error was discovered and duly rectified. But, apart from 
that, he thought if the shareholders were to recall the accounts 
submitted at the last meeting, and compare them with the later 
ones when received in a few days, they would find very little 
difference between the two. There would be perhaps a deduction 
on the item for the bankers’ charges and commission, as they had 
been enabled to recover 1072. out of the 10927. there set forth, but with 
that exception, and the difference between the expenses between 
Noy. 30 and Dec. 31, there would be found, he thought, no material 
alteration in the balance-sheet. He thought he might mention that the 
auditors, who appeared to be the right sort of men—that was to say, they took 
nothing for granted, and would pass nothing but what they had really laid before 
them—and he might say the board were very pleased to find that they were men of 
snch a chavacter—had asked for an explanation of the item 13,175/., which was 
cash remitted to their late manager for working the mine and erecting the fur- 
naces. Now, for some time past they had been endeavouring to get those accounts ; | 
but he was sorry to say that at the present moment they were pretty nearly in the 
same position in regard to that matter as at the last meeting, and he very much

or, in round figures, to 5000/.; therefore he need hardly inform the shareholders, as 
men of busine-s, that to expect to be able to carry on large mnining operations, and 
to erect smelting works, and to develope their property with 5000/, was simply 
ridiculous. Now with regard, in the first place, to the 12,500/. expended by M 
Fowler in the purchase of ores, and from the treatment of which they had every right 
to believe the company would realize at least 25 per cent. as profit, he was greatly 
afraid that they would find the result of those operations was an absolute los He 
believed their late manager had given £60 per ton for the ore, whereas it hac saved 
only $25.

any, would have forwarded the profits remaining. But on the 11th of March Mr. 
Valentine would take possession of the company’s property on behalf of the company, 
and they had arranged with that gentleman for a salary of 600. a year. At the pre- 
sent time the works were practically carried on by Wells Fargo. 

Mr. Fiexp, having regard to the character borne by that firm, felt assured the 
interests of the company were well studied by Messrs. Wells Fargo. 

The CHaiRMAN observed that, naturally, their agent would never permit any of 
the profit to come over to this country so long as their debt remained unpaid. At 
the same time, feeling so assured of the high repute and position of that house, he 
was convinced that whatever remained above such liabilities would be forwarded 
without fail. As to any further testimony in this matter, he would call upon Dr. 
Bishop to address the meeting. 

Dr. Bisnop said, with respect to the character and standing of Wells Fargo, it 
scarcely required any testimony from him to say that, as moneyed people, and of 
high standing and repute, they were second to none throughout the United States. 
He supported the views df the chairman as to the unreasonableness of supposing 
that firm would forward any cash to this country while their debt remained un- 
liquidated, But he felt equally sure that any profit above that they would certainly 
get. He then went on to point out the urgent necessity there existed for raising 
this money, so as to rid the company of Messrs. Wells Fargo’s loan, for which 
they charged 24 per cent., and this must be considered as exceptionally exorbitant, 
such being the normal rate under the circumstances of the case. Now, with regard 
to the company itself—and he might speak with greater confidence, inasmuch as he 
was acquainted with the district where their property was, and all the circumstances 
connected with its method of workings—he was of opinion that their furnaces, 
with reasonably good management, could be worked to yield a considerable return 
on the whole of their capital, irrespective of any profits arising from the mine, 
leaving that out of consideration for the time altogether. Holding, therefore, such 
views, he greatly disliked to see many of his friends losing their money in this con- 
cern, when, with a struggle and eftort—that of subscribing to the debentures—they 
might make it a paying institution.

MINING IN THE AUSTRALIAS. 


| 

The intelligence which reaches us this week as to mining matters | 
in the Australian colonies is generally of a satisfactory character. | 
The tin Wealth of New South Wales appears to be practically inex- | 
haustibfe. Within the last twelve months large tracts of country | 
in the North have been proved to contain tin in greater or less quan- | 
tities, much of the land explored being exceedingly rich in this 
mineral. Tin discoveries are now reported in the neighbourhood of 
the Murray.in the South. Ontwocreeks,the Burra and the Boggy, 
upwards of 2000 acres of land have been selected for mining pur- 
poses, and at the last dates surveyors were busily occupied in por- 
tioning out the blocks. Some really good prospects of tin, with | 
gold, from both creeks are stated to have been obtained. The great | 
difficulty which will be experienced, however, in utilising these tin 
discoveries is evidently want of labour. The discoveries of tin and 
copper in the North of the colony have absorbed all the available 
supply of labour, and how labour is to be forthcoming also in the 
South is a problem which clearly cannot be solved all at once. Sam- 
ples which have been sent down from the Burraand the Boggy have 
given, however, splendid returns, and both localities have all the 
appearance of a first-class tin country. Ina few weeks a betterand 
more definite idea of the richness of the ground will be obtained. 
Parties of men are at work in the neighbourhood of Swamp and 
Ingellick Creeks, 50 or 60 miles from Albany ; some fair samples of 
good-looking grey ore have been obtained, and it is thought that 
the selections already taken up, about 1000 acres, will pay well. 

Scarcely a weele passes in which information is not received of 
new discoveries of copper in Queensland; capital and skill are being | 
brought to bear on the older discoveries, and large numbers of | 
miners from South Australia and elsewhere are employed in Queens- | 
land at higher wages than those to which they had been hitherto ac- | 
customed, Mr. CLARKSON has brought down to Brisbane some fine | 
specimens of silver and zinc ores from his mineral selections at Stan- | 
ton Harcourt. The samples have every appearance of being very 
tich, and Dr. Marcu, of Maryborough, has pronounced them to be 
some of the best he has ever seen in Queensland. He accompanied | 
Mr. CLARKSON to the mine, and is said to have formed a high opinion 
of it. The lode ata few feet below the surface was several inches 
wide, and at 19 ft. (the present depth of the workings) it is about 
20 in. wide, with every probability of increasing in much greater 

roportion as the sinking progresses, The ore is also said to con- 
tain about 24 per cent. of cadmium. Another coal mine has been 
discovered in the immediate neighbourhood of Ipswich, by Messrs. 
BLONDE and WRIGHT, after a few weeks prospecting, op property 
adjoining the Tivoli Mine. The locality is little more than 3 mile 
from a river, the seam is 3 ft. thick, and the quality of the coal is 
stated to be the best of any coal yet opened out in the neighbour- 
hood of Ipswich. It is expected that systematic operations for 
turning this coal to account will be commenced forthwith, and that 
a tramway will be constructed to the riverbank. Inconsequence of 
floods inthe Severn river district the quantity of tin ore sent to 
Brisbane in November was somewhat smaller than usual. The 
average for a few weeks was 100 tons per week ; rains then set in, 
and the quantity dispatched by railway from Warwick in the four 
weeks ending Nov. 21 was only 2484 tons. What appears to be re- 
quired for developing the tin mines of Queensland is not only mining 
skill, but a class of capitalists who do not insist on an immediate 
return for their investments, and who are far-sighted enough to incur 
a sufficient expenditure in the construction of permanent works in 
order that they may be ensured a steady return for their money. 

Considerable attention is being devoted to the utilisation of coal | 
in Tasmania, and a discovery of coal has been made in Gipps Land, 
Victoria. In New South Wales, as is well known, coal mining has 
attained considerable importance, and one result of this is the steady 
progress which is being made in lighting the principal towns of the 
colony with gas. In 1850 Sydney, the colonial metropolis, was 
lighted in this fashion. In 1862 gas spread to West Maitland, and | 
in 1867 to Neweastle. yw Bathurst, which is the largest inland 
town and the centre of an important mineral district, has obtained | 
this useful adjunct of modern civilisation. The works which have 
been erected at Bathurst are the property of the engineer Uf the 
Australian Gaslight Company, which has Sydney for its head- 
quarters; and they are constructed to supply at present about 30,000 
cubic feet of gas per day to the inhabitants of Bathurst. Gasworks 
are also in progress at Parramatta, a small town in the neighbour- 
hood of Sydney. These works will probably be brought into ope- 
ration before 1873 has run its course. 

On all sides, we have evidences of the advance of civilisation end 
the growth of wealth in the Australias.

DEFTY’s TRUNK REFINERY AND PcppLING FURNACE.—This fur- | 
nace, which is the invention of Mr. Henry Depty, of Middlesborough-on-Tees, is 
constructed with an inclined revolving chamber, lined inside with pulverons grooved 
fire-bricks of a segmental shape, and at intervals is encircled by cast-iron clips, 
which serve as rails, and bear upon pulleys placed on an inclined shaft, which re | 
ceives rotary motion by steam-power, the chamber receiving motion therefrom by 
the friction or adhesion between the clips and pulleys caused by the weight of the | 
chamber. In addition to these pulleys there are others placed at the sides to sup- | 
port the chamber in position. The bricks serve to decarbonise and desul phurise the | 
Iron into a malleable state as it passes from the smelting-furnace (placed at the 
upper end of the chamber) down through the chambers into an oven placed at the 
lower end thereof, wherein is placed a bogie or ingot mould to receive the iron and 
slag as it issues from the chamber. The oven is placed under a common coal fire 
furnace, provided with a ble arched crown, with a space of abont 6 in. hetween

the lower arch. The furnace is also provided with a provisional escape tube, and 
with a manganese or mine dust feeder, also with a hot air pipe leading from the 
ash h ingot mould, and withash holeand oven doors.

The heated 
gases and other products of combustion, after passing from the furnace through the 
chamber, are utilised by a blast jet issuing from a tuyere placed in the neck of the 
flue, and directing the flames into the smelting cupola, which prepares the molten 
metal, and which is furnished with a steam-boiler on its top, the flames being fur 
ther utilised to generate all the steam required for the apparatus. 


FURNACES.—Mr. W. Rose, of Halesowen, has patented some im- 
provements in steam-hoiler furnaces, pnddling furnaces, and furnaces for heating 
retorts for the manufacture of gus, which improvements may also be applied to 
other kinds of furnaces. According to this invention, two chambers, or ovens, one 
above theother, are employed. The lewer chamber has a perforated arched top, 
which constitutes the bottom of the upper chamber. The upper chamber is filled 
with retorts suitable for the manufacture of coal-gas, and the said upper chamber 
and the retorts communicate with the steam-hoiler. A small fire being made in 
the grate in the lower chamber, it is charged with coal or slack, and a low kind 
of combustion maintained therein The products of combustion from the lower 
chamber, or oven, pass through the perforated arched top into the upper chamber 
and circulate about and heat theretorts in the upper chamber, and then pass under 
the steam-boiler to be burned. The coal-gas from the retorts is also burned under 
the boiler, or may be otherwise used. The steam-boiler is thus heated by gaseous 
fuel, while the solid fuel or coke remaining may be used for any requir purpose. 
This invention is applicable to puddling farnaces, and furnace for heating retorts | 
for the manufacture of gas, and also to other furnaces. | 


Gas AND Foe..—Mr. T. K. Crampton, of Great George-street, 
Westminster, has patented some improvements in the manufacture of gas and 
fuel, and in apparatns to be nsed forthis purpose. According to this provisional 
specification, regular streams of powdered coal are caused to pass freely through a

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New RoTARY PUDDLING-FURNACE.— According to the American 
“* Mining Record,” a new rotary furnace, invented by Mr. C. DonkERSLEY, of the 
Morgan Ironworks, near Marquette, has, after experiments covering a space of 
about two years, at last been so far perfected as to have proved a complete success 
This furnace is built with a combustion chamber, about 4 ft. squareand 30 in. high, 
into which the fuel (slack and coal dast, formerly wasted) is introduced in the form 
of fine powder by means of a No. 2 Sturtevant blower; in this chamber the fuel is 
entirely consumed, and the heated gases pass over an arch into the pudler, and 
therefrom to the chimney stack. The puddler is 4 ft. in diameter and 5 ft. long, 
lined with conglomerate, and fettled with iron ore; it revolves upon four bearings, 
one set under each quarter, and is driven from the principal engine of the works by 
means of a shaft and geuring, worked with toothed segments fixed around its cir | 
curnference at either end.

Copper.—This metal during the week has undergone a very de- 
cided improvement.

Railway and merchant 
bars are quoted a shade higher, in sympathy with the advance noted 
in other markets for these descriptions. The still further and almost 
indefinite postponement of the termination of the strike in South Wales naturally 
tends to enhance the value of this metal. As much as LW. 10s. has been quoted 
for rails, and contracts may have been passed at this figure; but buyers do not 
readily commit themselves to any extensive operations at these prices.

As regards the situation of affairs in Bouth Wales there is no ehange to report. 
| The difficulties that have hitherto existed respecting a settlement of the long-con- 
tinued dispute between masters and men still continues in unabated foree, and, 
judging from the apparent determination of both parties to refuse any concesrlon 
to the other, it consequently resolves itself into 2 question of which party will hold 
out the longest. There is no doubt that at the time when the masters gave notice 
of the 10 per cent. reduction, the iron trade was in a state of temporary suspeusien, 
| which seemed to warrant the course they thought right to adopt, and the fact of 

the men meeting the proposed reduction of 10 per cent. by a proposed advance of 
10 per cent. showed at once the great difficulty which must ensue before a settle 
| ment could be arrived at. Subsequent to the issne of the notice, and previous to 
| its enforcement, the position of the market had undergone a decided change, and 
it becomes a question whether if, at the turn of the year, the masters had with 
drawn the notice of reduction, and allowed the rate of wages then in foree to have 
| continued, the men would not have been eontent to have wronght on without fur- 
ther agitation. During the past month, however, a considerable imprevement has 
| taken plaee in the iron trade. This has been caused in some measure, no doubt, 
| by the contiuuance of the strike, whereby the labours of some 60,000 men have 
| been brought to a clese, but independently of this the large sales of iron on home 
and fercign account sufficiently indicate the tone of the market, and prices have 
| been ruled —. The masters are standing out upon the principle thatthe men 
| have, after what has ocurred, no right to dictate terms to them, but they have 
| offered to receive them haek and deal liberally by them, and that a day’s notice on 
either side shall be snfficient to terminate the engagement, until a certain fixed 
scale of payment shall be mutually agreed upon. The men have rejected this final 
| proposition, and so far at present the matter stands. 
A fresh exodus of workmen has set in. Large parties laden with bundles and 
tools have been for some days past turning towards the various railway stations, 


and thus the difficulties of tie situation are multiplied. The President of the 


; | Miners’ Union, Mr. Halliday, suggests the following as an ultimatum on the part 


of the men :—1. That the colliers should resume work atthe 10 per cent. reduction 
for the space of two weeks.—2.:That for one month thereafter the old rate of 
wages which prevailed in December last shall be restored.—3. That from the expi 
ration of that time, for a further period of 12 weeks, an additional advance of 
5 per cent. should be paid.—4. In the meantime a general meeting of the 
masters and men shall be held to fix upon a reasonable basis for the future 
wages rate of the districts. Mr. Halliday adds, in putting forth the foregoing 
suggestions, “Although this proposal involves a much greater concession than 
either the masters or the public have a right to expect, I take upon myself the re 
sponsibility of making it, in the hope that the masters may hejnduced to make 
the one slight concession on their part necessary to its acceptance, in which case I 
believe the strike may be ended in 24 hours.” There has been a-steady advance in 
the Scotch pig iron market throughout the week.

REPORT FROM NORTIL AND SOUTIL STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Feb. 27.—The Iron Trade of South Staffordshire continues exeeed- 
ingly firm, and transactions are only restricted by the reluctance of 
makers to enter into further engagements in view of the wages set- 
| tlement, which must be made by Lady Day. A private meeting of 
ironmasters on the subject was held at Wolverhampton on Wedneas- 
day, when a long discussion ensued, but no definite issue resulted. 
It was decided that another meeting should be held shortly, at which 
probably the basis of the proposed re-arrangement will be agreed 
upon. Quotations for finished iron remain firm on the basis of 141, 
for marked bars (Earl Dudley’s exceptional price being 14/. 123.6:), 
and where buyers are determined to place orders even an advance 
on this high standard has to be paid. Second-class makers are 
realising without difficulty as much as 127, 10s. to 13/. for bars, with 
proportionate prices for hoops, rods, and angles. Sheets are excep- 
tionally firm, and several of the leading manufacturers have with- 
drawn their quotations for the present, and will only accept orders 
subject to special agreement. Un:ler these circumstances, it is some- 
what difficult to quote current rates with precision, but we hear of 
singles changing hands at 20/. per ton, and some parcels have realised 
as much as 21/7. Doubles and Jattens are firm, at the usual extras, 
Owing to the stiffness in the price of nail-sheets cut nails have ad- 
vanced Li, per ton this week. The local demand for sheets for gal- 
vanising purposes is very large, and the advanced prices do not ap- 
pear to check the influx of orders. The scarcity of fuel is in many 
cases somewhat restricting the operation of the mills and forges of 
the district. 

The Pig-iron Trade continues brisk, but so few of the makers are 
open to accept additional orders that the current transactions are of 
somewhat limited extent. It is estimated that the present aggre- 
gate production is 12,000 tons per week. Quotations remain on the 
basis of 7/. 15s. per ton for best brands of native all-mine. But for 
the great scarcity of fuel there is no doubt that the number of fur- 
naces in blast would be considerably increased. The total number 
of furnaces built in the district is 163, of which at the present time 
only 94 are blowing. The only reason why the residue are idle is 
the fuel difficulty, a solution of which appears to be as remote as ever. 

A curious dispute has arisen with regard to the disposal of the 
fund raised in South Staffordshire in excess of the requirements of the Hartley 
accident appeal. The balance referred to is 2500/., and some time since it was 
agreed that if the miners of the district would raise this sum to $000/,, the whole 
sum should be invested as a permanent fund for the relief of sufferers by secidents. 
The miners west of Dudley did theie part, but those on the east side of the district 
have done searecly anything, and the project remains in stafu qu.o Under theee 
| circumstances, it was recently proposed by the trustees of the fund (with one ex- 

ception) to transfer 1000/. of the sum to the sufferers from the Pelsall Hat! Colliery 
accident, The opposing trustee is Mr. Smith Shenstone, the lite agent of the Earl 
of Dudley, and representing as he does the West Dudley miners he is perfect] 
justitied in taking the course he has chosen to pursue. There is in regard to col- 
liery disasters too much spasmodic benevolence and too little systematic sympathy. 
A solitary accident by which a wife is made a widow, and a dozen children father- 
less, is too often passed over without any recegnition, while the victims of a great 
calamity are literally gorged with good things. A more uniform distribution of 
charity is much needed, and Mr. Smith Shenstone is perfectly justified, whatever 
detractors may say, in the course he has chosen to adopt. The proposal made by 
the other trustees that Mr. Shenstone should resign his trusteeship because he 
could not agree with the majority is too absurd to call for emphatic denunciation. 

The well-known ironworks and collieries of Messrs. Bloomer, of 
Pelsall, are, if report be true, about to be converted into a joint-stock concern. 
The plant and machinery of the ironworks are most perfect and complete, and the 
collieries include very valuable seains of fuel. 

Shares in the Sandwell Park Colliery Company (Limited) have 
changed hands this week at 210/. each (801. paid). The Fairoaks 
| Colliery Company’s shares have been transferred within the last few 
| days at cent. per cent. upon the amount paid. The Huntington 
| (near Cannock) scheme has been virtually proved, and the prospec-

prospects of the undertaking are most satisfactory. 

A sad accident occurred on Tuesday night at Brierly Hill. Two 
miners, named Wootten and Knott, were engaged in driving a road in the “ gob,” 
an occupation especially dangerous, as the sides and roof were formed of running 
sand. A fall took place,completely burying Wootton, and partially burying Knott. 
The latter will, it is hoped, be rescued, but ut the time of writing the greatest fears 
are entertained us to the fate of Wootten. 

The North Staffordshire ironmasters are very busy, and many orders 
offering are not accepted, beeause of the unwillingness of manufacturers to enter 
| into additional engagements in the present aspect of the market for fuel and ma- 
| terial. There is no immediate prospect of the solution of the fuel difficulty, and 
business is, 1n consequence, somewhat disorganised. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

Feb, 27.—The demand for coals continues to increase, still further 
stimulated by a return of severe weather. Llere there really appears 
to be no limit as to the demand for coals; many of the works are 
but ill supplied indeed, and there is much talk of manufacturers 
| closing, unless they are better supplied, and ata cheaper rate; but 
it must be confessed that there is little prospect at present of this 
being accomplished. It is true that the output is being gradually 
increased at many places, by working the pits 11 hours per day and 
11 days per fortnight. Thisis accomplished by means of employing 
additional hands, both men and boys. Numbers of men are being 
attracted to the colliers from other employments by the high wages 
now earned. 

A shaft has been sunk by Mr. Bagnall, an rronmaster of Winlaton, 
| near Swalwell,and at a moderate depth a good seam of coal has been 
got 4 ft. Gin. in thickness. This isa mio-t fortunate circumstances, 
and it also proves that some discretion has been used in fixing upon 
the site of the shaft, as several attempts have been at different pe- 
riods made there to find good coal, and always have failed. Some 
years ago the Durham County Coal Company sunk a shaft here at a 
considerable cost, but no coal was fond of any value. This district 
has long been in bad odour,as many faultsare known to pass through 
the strata, and the company a!luded to had sunk their shafts upon 
one of those faults. The seam found by Mr. Bagnall is supposed to 
he one of the upper seams, and the lower seams are also expected to 
be found at no great distance from the shaft, ineluding the famous 
Brockwell seam, There is aconsiderable find here, which has always 
been considered of Coubtful character; but this fortunate winning 
may very probably lead to other discoveries in the locality. There 
is, indeed, little doubt that it will do so, and when the field is once 
clearly understood it is supposed by many that the lower seams, 
which are very valuable, may be found to be unaffected by the faults 
| which disturb the upper seams. ' 
| The puddlers in the district are restricting their make, owing to 
| the great scarcity of coal, and this ought ultimately to lead toa reduced demand 
| for pigs, but this has not occurred yet. The demand for coke and manufacturing 
| coal continues rery quiet, and those makers who secured contracts at the end of 

last year are now compuratively in a favourable positicn, as couls have risen enor- 
| mously since that time. No doubt all manufacturing processes wi] be restricted
